Mr. James Francis Velcich, nicknamed “Jake" was born in New 
Urleans, Louisiana on July 13, 1873. He was christened at St. 
anthany’s Church in New Orleans. 

Me. Velcich was the first born child of ten children. His 
parents were James Spiridone Velcicn, a esilor by trade, and Maria 
anna Martinelich whe immigrated ta America from Austria. 

In 1900 the Melcich family moved to Bay St. Louis where Mr. 
"Jake" spent his boyhood life. His education began at the St. 
Stanislaus Back School, but really never ended, as he was 
canstantly trying to learn something new, including foreign 
languauges of which he was able to speak five fluently. 

Another important aspect of Mr. Velcich’s life was his thrill 
of highdiving, swimming, and sailing, If someone af you may 
remember, mo roadway crossed Bay St. Louis in those days. So Jake 
spent many enjoyful aaxss sailing etranded travelers across the 
Lay » 

In (1711, at the age of 19 years, Mr. "Jake" joined the 
mnights or Columbus in Bay St. Louis, an association that 
continued the rest of his life. 

In 1713 “Jake“ and Evangeline Gutierrez were married in’ Bay 
St. Louis. Evangeline was the daughter of Theodore Woodrow 
Gutierrez and Mena Guaves of Fearlington, Miseissippi. Fram this 
marpciage, four daughters were brought inmta this famil>, 
Evangeline, Una, Trina, and Jorce. = 

After a hitch with the Merchant Marines, Mr. "“Jake”® moved his 
family to Pascagouls from Bar St. Lauvis in 1723. The family came 
ty train, the furniture and belongings by schooner.

He was o)30 a member of the Pascagoula Rotary Club having 
perfect attendance for 27 years, a member of Pascagoula Elks Ladge 
1120 for 5S? years, & member of Woodman of the World for fl years. 
Brother Jake was a Bor Scout Master, served on the Pascagoula Port 
Authority, end was 3 member of the Mississippi Restaurant 
mesociation. 

Mrs. Velcich passed away in 1761 and their daughter, 
Evangeline Chante in 19776. .
